An Overview Of Avoca Borough’s 


FIRST HUNDRED YEARS

It was on May 24, 1871, that Avoca Borough— 
then known as Pleasant Valley —was officially 
incorporated: Originally part of large and sprawling 
Pittston Township, the new borough was governed 
by a three-man borough council. P. B. Brehony 
served as Pleasant Valley’s first council president; 
Robert Reed and George Lampman were the other 
two councilmen. 


Strategically situated — approximately three 
miles from Pittston and approximately seven miles 
from Scranton—in the northern part of Luzerne 
County adjacent to the Lackawanna County Line, 
Pleasant Valley was (virtually from its beginning) 
a prosperous and thriving little community. In the 
early 1870’s, for example, Pleasant Valley already 
contained within its borders: four railroads, four 
churches, a board of trade, and a fire company. An 
early manufacturer in the community was Albert 
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McAlpine, who manufactured half-bushel and peck 
measures in his West Avoca plant. Martin Reap, 
who built a grocery store in 1871, is considered to be 
the borough’s first merchant. In the 1870’s the 
Pittston merchants Law and McMillan are also 
credited with establishing and operating a branch 
store at Marr—the northern section of Avoca bor- 
ough near the Duryea line. The hub, of course, of 
the borough’s economy in the early 1870’s was the 
then rapidly developing Anthracite Coal Industry, 
which served as the prime source of employment 
for most Pleasant Valley families. 


Prior to 1871, postal service for residents of 
Pleasant Valley was provided by the Pittston Post 
Office. However, in April of 1871, a Pleasant Valley 
Postal Branch was established. Joseph McMillan 
was appointed postmaster, and Andrew L. Flock

The foresight displayed by those responsible 
for organizing the Hose Company was evident al- 
most immediately. For during the first decade of 
its existence, Avoca Hose Company No. 1 rendered 
many valuable and rewarding services to the people 
of the borough: tens of thousands of dollars worth 
of property were protected, lives were saved, and 
insurance rates were reduced. However, the new 
hose company was not without problems. The most 
serious, perhaps, was finances. In its early years, 
the Avoca Hose Company No. 1 was funded pri- 
marily by a series of hose company conducted 
fairs: “The International Bazaar’, held May 24- 
27, 1887, raised one thousand two hundred dollars. 
The following year a hose company sponsored car- 
nival realized a profit of three hundred and ninety- 
one dollars. ‘“The Fair of the Season’’, conducted 
October 21-23 showed a profit of nine hundred and 
twenty-five dollars. 


The religious needs of the early residents of 
Pleasant Valley were not neglected either. For 
between the years 1870 and 1878 no fewer than four 
churches were erected in the borough. The first 
of these was the Langcliffe Presbyterian Church, 
which was built on Main Street in 1870. The ground 
on which the church was constructed was donated 
to the parish by two members of its congregation— 
Mr. John Dawson and Mr. Robert Brown. The 
church was named Langcliffe in honor of and at 
the request of Mr-Dawson. Langcliffe was the name 
of the Dawson estate in England. In 1871 the Rev- 
erend A. S. Stewart was invested as the church’s 


first pastor. The Langcliffe Congregation conducted 
services at the Langcliffe Church from 1871 to 1898, 
when on Easter Sunday morning, 1898, a disasterous 
fire completely destroyed the church. Forced to 
improvise by the loss of their church, the Langcliffe 
Congregation accepted the offer of the Avoca Hood 
and Awning Company officials to conduct church 
services at the Avoca Hood and Awning Company 
factory. Subsequently, church services were con- 
ducted regularly at the Hood and Awning facility 
from 1898 to April 8, 1910, when the present church 
was dedicated. 


in 1871, the religious needs of Irish Catholic families 
in the borough were met by the priest assigned to 
Saint John’s Parish in Pittston. However, as the 
number of catholic families in the community in- 
creased, the need for establishing a parish in Pleasent 
Valley became increasingly evident. Consequently, 
on July 18, 1871, Saint Mary’s Parish was founded. 
Shortly afterwards, plans were made to build a 
church. Allegedly, at the outset, progress on the new 
church was slow; nevertheless, construction was 
finally completed in the early part of July, 1874. 
On July 26, 1874, the Most Reverend William

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O’Hara, Bishop of the Scranton Diocese, officially 
dedicated the new church. The Reverend Michael 
F. Crane was appointed Saint Mary’s first pastor.

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ling community. The official United States Census 
of 1900 revealed that 3,487 people were already 
residing in the borough; furthermore, there was 
every indication that the borough would continue 
to grow and to prosper. The need for a bank was 
already very evident as Avoca Borough moved into 
the twentieth century. Consequently, it was on 


December 26, 1905, that a small group of prom- 
inant Avoca citizens met at J. H. Anderson’s grocery 


store on Main Street to discuss the possibility of 
organizing a town bank. When the meeting ad- 
journed, agreement was reached upon the following: 
A bank would be organized in the borough; it would 
be named the First National Bank of Avoca; the 
bank would have a capital of fifty thousand dollars, 
accumulated by selling five hundred shares of stock 
at one hundred dollars a share, and a surplus of ten 
thousand dollars, accumulated by assessing each 
share twenty dollars. 


From the time of the first meeting in 1905 
until the bank officially opened in 1907, most of the 
subsequent meetings were held at O’Malley’s Hall 
on Main Street. Newspaper reports of a meeting 
held at O’Malley’s Hall on October 6, 1906, indicates 
that there was not total agreement among the prin- 
cipals: there was some factionalism among those 


interested in establishing the bank. However, com- 
promise was eventually effected by the dissentients, 
and eventually a committee was appointed to select 
bank directors. The-following directors were sub- 
sequently appointed: Messrs. J. H. Anderson, T.G.., 
Brown, Harry Friend, Max Gross, W.H. Hollister, 
Edward Laird, John McLaughlin, M. J. Murphy, 
E. L. Snyder, T. F. Ward, and Dr. H. W. Berge. 
Later, by acclamation, the new directors elected 
John F. McLaughlin, president; and W. H. Hollis- 
ter, Vice-president. 


After the election of officers, progress was 
rapid. Although several sights for the building were 
considered, the present sight was purchased from 
E. L. Snyder, and construction of the bank followed 
shortly afterwards. Less than six months after the 
various contracts were awarded the First National 
Bank of Avoca officially opened its doors on Monday 
morning, April 1, 1907. 


It was not until April, 1909, that a Polish 
Roman Catholic Parish was established in Avoca 
Borough. Church records reveal that the Reverend 
L. Ziemianski was appointed pastor of the new Saint 
Peter and Paul’s Parish on April 1, 1909. During the 
pastorship of Reverend Ziemianski, the church 


served parishioners from Avoca and from the Hous- 
ton City section of Pittston Township. It was in 
1920, during the pastorship of the Reverend Casimer 
Krzywicki, that the parish built a rectory on Vine 


Street. During the early and late 1920’s, Saint 
Peter and Paul’s Parish grew steadily, and by 1930 
the need for a new church was evident. It was in 
1932, during the pastorship of the Reverend S. J. 
Cituk, that the old edifice on the corner of Vine 
and Main Streets was dismantled, and the present 
church was constructed. 


Historically, at the conclusion of World War I, 
the economy of the United States was on the verge 
of entering an era of unparalleled prosperity. The 
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significant increases in population and in economic 
prosperity that was literally sweeping the country 
during the ‘Roaring Twenties’ was, of course, 
reflected to some degree in Avoca Borough. For 
the official United States Census of 1920 revealed 
that 4,950 people were then residing in the borough. 
It was in the borough schools in particular, in the 
early 1920’s, that the population increase was most 
saliently discernible. For instance, in order to 
accommodate the heavy enrollment at the Number 
Three Building on Plane Street, the school district 
was forced to initiate half day sessions. Consequent- 
ly, as the enrollment in the schools continued to 
increase during the Mid-Twenties the need for a 


new four-year high school building became almost 
critical. Cognizant of this, the Avoca School Board 
in January, 1925, resolved to construct a new high 
school building. It was not until the April meeting 
of the Avoca Board of Education that the architec- 
tural firm of Austin Rielly was retained to formulate 
plans for the construction of the new school build- 
ing. At the Board meeting, July 31, 1925, building 
contracts were awarded. Shortly afterwards, con- 
struction of the new high school building began. In 
September, 1926, the new high school building was 
opened; and Mr. Thomas R. Dixon was appointed 
high school principal. 


It was not until the late summer of 1931, that 
a group of ex-servicemen from the borough met 
at the Avoca Borough Building to finalize plans to 
organize an American Legion Post in conjunction 
with the National American Legion. The motion 
of Joseph Harding, local mail carrier, that the new 
Post be named the McPhillips-Widdall Post in 
honor of Bernard McPhillips and Harry Widdall— 
Avoca residents who lost their lives in World War I 
was unanimously carried. At a subsequent meeting 
held in November, 1931, William Murtha was elect- 
ed as the Post’s first commander.

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actually parallels the founding of Pleasant Valley— 
in 1871. At that time, a small group of borough 
residents of English descent began holding prayer 
meetings at the home of James Hastie, who resided 
on Main Street. The prayer meetings were held 
regularly at the home of Mr. Hastie until his death 
in.1891. After Mr. Hastie’s death, the prayer meet- 
ings were conducted by Mr. Hastie’s daughter— 
Mary Hastie. When Mary Hastie died, in 1940, 
Miss Bertha Dommermuth and Miss Ruth Shippey, 
the present co-pastors of the Full Gospel Chapel, 
continued with the services. 


Another service organization that has, through 
the years, contributed to the social and civic pro- 
gress of Avoca Borough is the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Post 8335. Organized shortly after World 
War II by a group of Avoca Veterans, the “VF W’s” 
club rooms were originally located in the Casey | 
Building in West Avoca. Robert B. Kania served 


as the Post’s first commander. ‘VFW” meetings 
were held in the Casey Building until 1952, when 
the post club rooms were moved to the Tighe Build- 


ing on Grove Street in central Avoca. In 1953, 
the Post rooms were moved to their present site on 
Main Street. 


Officially chartered on October 2, 1946, the 
“VFW” has been from its beginning, civic-oriented; 
it has through the years, lent its support—at one 
time or other— to virtually every civic project in 
the borough. In its early years, the “VF W” spon- 
sored Easter egg hunts for children were an annual 
affair. When the Avoca Little League was organ- 
ized in 1950, the “VFW” was one of the original 
sponsors. Through the years, the Post has.con- 
tinued to sponsor a team in the six-team league 
which has functioned—without interruption—in 
the borough for the last twenty years. 


Perhaps the most significant single event that 
occurred in Avoca Borough during the late 1940’s 


was the construction of the Wilkes-Barre—Scranton 
Airport. In retrospect, there is little doubt that 
both the prestige and the image of the community 
were immeasurably enhanced by the fact that Avoca 
Borough was the site selected for the construction 
of the airport facility. Unfortunately, however, the 
late 1940’s will also be remembered by some people 
as the “beginning of the end’ for the Anthracite 
Coal Industry. For in the late 1940’s, Avoca Bor- 
ough—along with other communites in North- 
eastern Pennsylvania—was beginning to feel the 
pressures of an economic recession that was the 
direct result of the precipitous decline in the An- 
thracite Coal market that followed World War II. 


In the wake of the declining market, some 
coal companies were forced to close; others dras- 
tically reduced their work forces. Consequently, 
in the early 1950’s, the evidence was becoming un- 
mistakably clear that the Anthracite Coal Industry, 
which had reached unprecedented production peaks 
during the war years, was inextricably caught in the 
tongs of what proved to be an irreversible trend. 
In light of this, many residents of the borough were 
forced to leave the community for employment 
elsewhere. The exodus that prevailed during the 
1950’s was graphically and significantly reflected 
in the official United States Census of 1960, which 
revealed that the population of Avoca Borough was 
3,552 —the borough’s lowest official population 
figure of the twentieth century. 


In the May Primaries of 1962, the residents 
of Avoca, Duryea, Dupont, Pittston Township, 
Hughestown. Yatesville and Jenkins Township 
boroughs overwhelmingly approved a referendum 
to form a school merger. The new merger, which 
went into effect in July, 1962, was called the North- 
east School District. However, the Northeast 
School District was destined to be short-lived; for 


in 1966, by virtue of a mandate issued by the Penn- 
sylvania Department of Public Instruction the 
Northeast School District was merged with the 
Pittston City School District. The new merger is 
called the Pittston Area School District. 


It was in December, 1969, that Mayor James J. 
McLane, who had been Avoca Borough’s chief 
executive for more than twenty years, died. Mayor 
McLane, who was one of the most respected and 
popular mayors in the Commonwealth, was succeed- 
ed by our present mayor, Joseph D. Hannon. 


At the present time, as Avoca Borough begins 
its second century, its future appears bright. “King 
Coal”, the economy catalyst of 1871, of course, no 
longer reigns supreme. Today, with many new 
and diversified industries locating in the area, there 
is every reason to believe that in the future the 
people of Avoca Borough will have no reason to 
leave the community in search of better economic 
opportunities elsewhere and will, therefore, be 
better able to use their talents and their skills to 
help build a better and more prosperous Avoca.

PREDICTIONS OF THINGS TO COME 


ABOUT 1900 


Christmas is about to ring again, its chimes of music. The 
stockings are being prepared for a visit from Santa Claus. The 
turkey is strutting about in Lordly fashion, mustering up his 
last courage to bravely walk to the guillotine ard be once ard 
for all executed. 


Avoca is pursuing the even tenor of her way, floating ma- 
jestically the penant of a glorious future. Like Gaul, Avoca is 
divided into three parts, two of which the Democrats inhabit 
(for the Republicans have little say in legislative matters) the 
other of which is inhabited by an almost equal number of Re- 
publicans and Democrats. Of all these, the Second Ward is the 
most important; for is it not here that all the merchants carry 
on their business? And live in the hope that the Two Weeks 
Pay will bring to them the harvest time? Through this section, 
a railway passes, and on it run a number of cars from which the 
hamlet receives no taxes. This electric byway connects us with 
the great Electric City on the North, while or. the south, it 
empties load after load of speculators into the Black Diamond 
city. Three Steam Railways pass through our town, offering 
to manufacturers and merchants unsurpassed facilities for pro- 
curing their goods as well as exporting them. 


The Western boundry of our peaceful vale is turbulent 
Duryea, the impositions of which the North End residents 
would prefer to enjoy rather than annex themselves to our pre- 
gressive Borough. 


On. the Easterly side is a division of Pittston Township, 
which rests among the seclusion and quiet of the wooded sec- 
tion. Isolated as it is, it cffers a suitable place for summer 
visitors, who fond of the beauties of nature, go roaming through 
the forests, rounding up at Mr. Tommy Barret’s summer home 
where they rest and enjcy a soothing glass of his delicious cider. 
Moosic and Dupont are at the immediate Northern and South- 
ern limits, respectively of this great town. 


Nestled prettily amid such splendid enviroments, what is 
the future of this great town? What will the next few years 
bring about? In therear future, we can see Mainstreet covered 
with asphalt pave—A fine new town hall will adorn the street 
—Doctors Seaman, Berge and Pier, who minister to the sick 
and ailing, will discard their horses and rubber tired buggies, 
and will be seen to locomote in fire automobiles. Ourmerchants 
will abandon the credit system— cash only will be accepted for 


purchases. Every house in town will be lighted with. electricity 
—The mines will become exhausted—Industries will take their 
places, that will give to Avoca an active, progressive and metro- 
politan appearance. 


The Argus instead of greeting its readers on Saturday, will 
become a daily paper. The population of Avoca, instead of 
being 3,500 will be from 10,000 to 15,000, then we shall ask to 
be incorporated into a city--Then there will be a scramble for 
the salaried offices. 


We shall find our streets patrolled by policemen. The 
lockup will do a thriving business—especially around pay time. 


The telephone will connect all parts of the town—It will 
be found in every store—in every business place; then will it 
be easy for us to know what is transpiring in all parts of the 
town at the same time. The Hose Company will have a fine 
team, a salaried man will take care of them and be ready to 
respond at a moments notice. Fire insurance rates will diminish 
and less property will be destroyed—Lincoln Hill will become 
the desirable residence section, all the vacant land in the vicini- 
ty on No. 3 school will be covered with fine houses; A fine park 
will be made back of Lincoln Hill, a band stand will be erected, 
and we shall enjoy sacred concerts every Sunday. Every home 
in town will be connected with sewer—every home will have a 
furnace and bath room. 


Merchants will visit our homes every morning and take 
our order for each day’s provisions. We will not be obligated 
to move out of our homes for anything. A large ten room brick 
building will replace the one now known as No. 1 School. The 
pupils will not be obliged to walk so far to school. The com- 
pulsory Education law will be enforced, and every child will be 
fcund in the school room instead of the breaker and mill. The 
number of saloons in town will diminish. Men will become mod- 
erate drinkers, their drinking will be done at home. We will 
have two large hotels—they will be found necessary. 


Avoca will embrace all the territory from Moosic over to 
what is known as the back road, and as far South as the lower 
end of Smithville. These prophecies may seem strange, but it 
will be only a matter of time until every one of them will be 
fulfilled. Wait until ten years have elapsed, then pick up this 
edition of the Argus and see how truly these remarks have been 
verified.
